break up the “Big Four” meat 
packing companies into 14’ sep- 
arate and competiing companies. 


A civil anti-trust suit filed in 
United States District Court in 
Chitago alleged that the “Big 
Four” packers—Swift & Co., Ar- 
mour & Co., the Cudahy Packing 
Co, and Wilson & Co., Inc.—vi- 
olated the Sherman act by sup- 
pressing competition. 

It asKed that Armour and Swift 
each be divided into five separate 
companies, and Cudahy and Wil- 
son each be divided into two sep- 
arate companies. ‘ 

Attorney General Clark an- 
nounced filing of the suit. He 
described the suit as “another in 
a series of cases instituted by the 
Department of Justice in further- 
ance of its program to free the 
production and sale of food and 
food products from monopolistic 
restraints.” 

Charges in Complaint. 

The complaint charged the com- 
panies with these methods of sup- 
pressing competition. 

1.. Controlling the supply of 
meat obtained by each company 
through control of the amount 
of livestock each will purchase. 

2. Use by the companies of 
uniform cost formulas for ar- 
riving at selling prices. 

3. Selling at “loading” rather 
than “delivered” weights. 

4. Selling at substantially 
identical prices and terms of 
sale. 

The complaint said that during 
the past 10 years the four com- 
panies have accounted for 58 per 
cent of the cattle, 54 per cent of 
the hogs, 68 per cent of the calves, 
and 79 per cent of the sheep 
slaughtered under federal inspec- 
tion.

Diplomats said forceful British 
arguments prompeted the State 
Department’s decision yesterday 
to back Britain's demand for 
trusteeship over Cirenaica and 
postponement of further action on 
Tripolitania for a year. 

Cirenaica forms the northeast- 
ern part of strategic Lybia, Tri- 
politania the southern — sector. 
British troops now occupy both 
areas, 

Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall said at his press confer- 
ence today that the United States 
had sound reasons for changing its 
mind on the Italian colonies, but

The British were reported to 
have stressed the tense world out- 
look in urging the American Gov- 
ernment to switch its position. 

The British argued, diplomats 
said, that it would be “too risky” 
to turn these strategic areas over 
to .the Italian Government for 
these reasons: 

1, Italy would be unable to de- 
fend the area, since its military 
strength is severely restricted by 
the peace treaty. 

2. If the Communists éver take 
over the’ Italian Government, the 

colonies would fall into the 
hands of the Russians. 

3. No matter who controlled 
Italy’s Government, Moscow wun- 
doubtedly would order Italian 
Communists into the colonies to 
stir up trouble. This “infiltra- 
tion” not only would give the 
Soviets a foothold in Africa but 
would imperil Western domina- 
tion of the area. 

An American fleet is now cruis- 
ing in the Mediterranean, and the 
United States is using an air base 
in Tripolitania which soon will be 
capable of handling B-29s. 

While the United States finaliy 
came around to the British view, 
these informants said, the French 
have flatly opposed the British on 
almost every argument. 

The French are reported to feel 
that the moderate De Gasperi 
\Government in Italy would suffer 
a hard blow politically if the colo- 
nies are taken from the Italians. 
.The result, according tw. the 
French view, might be even more 
disastrous strategically. it could, 
they say, lead to a surge to power 
by the Italian Communists—with 
an inevitable reaction in neighbor- 
ing France.

He and two other visa division 
offictals -testifed before Senate 
Judiciary Committee investigators 
two months ago that there was 
a threat to the national security 
in the admission Into the United 
States of aliens from Communist 
controlled countries ag employes 
of the United Nations.

Marshall named a committee of 
three Washington citizens, how- 
ever, to investigate the situation.

attention of top department of- 
ficials the condition about which 
they testified they were disturbed. 

The committee also said that 
their testimony was “irresponsible 
in its lack of factual support.” 

The filing of charges probably 
will intensify the controversy 
which has been going on between 
Chairman Revercomb (Rep.) West 
Virginia, of the judiciary sub- 
committee and Marshall. The Sec- 
retary has thus far denied Rever- 
comb’s investigators access to the 
department’s visa files concerning 
aliens attached to the United Na- 
tions. 

Alexander declined to comment 
to a reporter on the charges. He 
said any statement would have to 
come from his attorney. 

Indications were that Alexander 
probably would base his defense 
on the contention that civil serv- 
ice employes are entitled to pro- 
tection against retaliatory action 
by their departmental superiors 
after they testify before d¢on- 
gressional committées.

The chairman said that the com- 
mission has received numerous 
complaints from tenants in the 
city that exorbitant rents are 
being charged. These have come 
chiefly from occupants of hotels 
and hotel apartments, he said, on 
which federal rent controls were 
discontinued June 30, 1947.

No Indictments Returned. 


As a result of the silence of 
most of the prospective witnesses, 
who consulted an attorney before 
they entered the grand jury room, 
no indictments were returned.’ 
The patently faked petitions 
were originally filled out between 
Jan,‘23 and Jan, 26, the deadline 
for filing after James Simpson, 
who had been assured of the Re- 
publican organization's backing, 
received a peremptory call from 
Gov.

: The Republican ladnslide in Maine, as shown by the 71.4 per cént 
vote that elected Mrs. Margatet Chase Smith to the Senate, was the 


biggest in the state’s history. 
Herbert Brownell’s quick in- 
terpretation that the Maine re- 
turns forecast a sweeping national 
victory for Gov. Dewey over Presi- 
dent Truman was to be expected. 
Brownell, Dewey’s campaign man- 
ager, would have said the same 
thing if the Republican percentage 
had been just over 50 per cent. But 
Maine elections of the last $2 years 
have demonstrated that whenever 
the Republican vote in Maine state 
elections goes over 65 per cent in 
September .a national Republican 
victory follows in November. The 
one exception occurred in 1924, 
when Maine went Republican by 
only 61 per cent in a senatorial 
election and there was a national 
Republican landslide in November.

Democratic politicians also have 
cause for alarm over the size of 
the vote Monday. It disproved, at 
least for Maine, their claim that 
the bigger the vote, the better for 
Democratic candidates. 

Mrs, Smith defeated her Demo- 
cratic opponent, Dr. Adrian H. 
Colten, 158,571 to 63,920, by the 
latest returns; This total of 212,- 
524 was 37,477 votes more than 
were cast in the 1946 Senatorial 
election won by Owen Brewster 
with a majority of 47,416 in a.to 
tal vote of 175,014 Mrs. Smith’s 
lead of 94,651 was a record majori- 
ty for Maine. It broke the 20- 
year record of 82,481 established 
in the 1928 governorship election.

Charles P. Nelson, Republican 
Mayor of Augusta, won Mrs. 
Smith’s Second District; by 49,550 
to 23,931 for Benjamin J. Arena, 
with a total vote of 73,481 and a 
majority of 25,619. In 1946, the to- 
tal vote was 65,530, and Mrs. Smith 
won by only 14,052. 

In the Third District, Repub- 
lican Frank Fellows was returned 
to Congress for his fifth term, 
polling 35,697 votes to 14,366 for 
Democratic Committeeman F. 
Davis Clark. This total of 50,063 
and majority of 21,831 compares 
with the 1946 total of 43,365 and a 
Fellows victory by 19,879. 

In the governorship contest, Re- 
publican Frederick G. Payne piled 
up 141,718 votes to 73,974 votes for 
Louis B. Lousier, Democratic 
Mayor of Biddeford. In 1946 Re- 
publican Gov. Horace A. Hildreth 
polled 110,327 votes to his Demo- 
cratic opponent’s 69,624. 

Two Interpretations. 


The Maine returns are open to 
two interpretations, both with 
bad news for the national Demo- 
cratic politicians. One is that the 
rank and file Republican voters, 
instead of not voting this year be- 
cause they think the election is 
already decided, may flock to the 
polls because they want to say 
they helped the winner. The other 
and converse interpretation is 
that the rank and file Democratic 
voters may not make a great ef- 
fort to go to the polling booths 
this year because they feel they 
are already licked. 

These are speculative interpre- 
tations but the Maine returns in- 
dicate that the Republicans and 
independent voters turned out in 
force and that while more Demo- 
crats voted this year than two 
years ago they were no match for 
the additional Republicans and in- 
dependent voters. 


Hoover Urges 
‘Bigger Cabinet 
For Efficiency 
Says Present Inde- 
pendent Agencies 


Overburden the 
President. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP) 
ERBERT HOOVER says the 
United States Cabinet must be 
enlarged. 


The only living former President 
made a talk yesterday at the Na- 
tional Press Club in his capacity 
4s chairman of the “Commission 
on Organization of the Executive 
Branch of the Government.” 


He reported that the commis- 
sion, which will report to Congress 
in January, has made no final de- 
cisions but “we are going to have. 
to make some bold and drastic rec- 
ommendations.” 


He said the tax burden caused 
by the war and its aftermath has 
become so great “as to seriously 
curtail the economi¢ and social ad- 
vance of the United.States.” He 
said he did not point this out in 
criticism—but only to emphasize 
the need for making “every possi- 
ble saving” in the Federal Gov- 
ernment. bd 


“Operating Vice Presidents.” * 

Concerning the Cabinet, Hoover 
said: 

“The President must be relieved 


of a ap « amount of his adminis- 
trative duties.” 


He said there are from 60 to 
80 independent agencies which 
“head up to the President,” in 
addition to the 10 great depart- 
ments. However, he said, a Presi- 
dent has so many other important 
duties that “the effect is that most 
of the independept agencies don’t 
get looked at by Zhybody but the 
Bureau of the Budget.” 

Hoover continued that the Presi- 
dent has some “operating vice 
presidents” in the persons of the 
10 Cabinet officers, but he “is go- 
ing to have to have some more 
of them.” 

Hoover said those who are con- 
cerned about increasing the size of 
the Cabinet don’t need to worry 
too much, because there doesn’t 
have to be a unity of view in the 
United States Cabinet—as in the 
British Government—before deci- 
sions are taken. 

Hoover said every President 
from Woodrow Wilson down has 
recommended a larger Cabinet. 

Inquiry Not Completed. 

He said the commission has not 
yet received reports from 22 “task 
forces” that have been investigat- 
img different aspects of Govern- 
ment organization. 

Hoover got a laugh when he 
made this temark about the lend- 
ing agencies of the Government:

It means that 
he favors inquiries by men who have been on 
the staff of Mr. Barrett, whereas the citizens 
have asked for special prosecutors who are free 
men and not under. obligation to anyone. 

The Good Government League of Springfield 
should not be swerved in the least from its de- 
mand for a special prosecutor to investigate 
Sangamon county conditions with the grand 
jury which meets Friday. That is what Gov. 
Green and Attorney General Barrett are seeking 
to avoid. They do not want to run the risk of 
indictments in Sangamon county because Sanga- 
mon county is the seat of the state capital. 
Election day is getting too close to have a repe- 
tition of Peoria county or worse under the dome 
of the statehouse. For both Green and Barrett 
want to be elected to a third term. 

In view of the shaky position of Gov, Green, 
the Post-Dispatch is willing to let its readers

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Shoddy Stuff in City Schools 


Fhe St. Louis Board of Education, we think, 
should carry through promptly its project of 
centralizing administrative authority in the 
superintendent of schools. If present evidences 
of sipshod management then persist, the board 
should feel called upon to consider changes in 
administrative personnel. 

By no means all instances of shoddy perform- 
ance, we assume, get into print. But enough 
have been paraded through the newspapers 
lately to add up to a rather depressing total. 

The acting chairman of the building commit- 
tee charges that the public school fire marshal— 
the city fire department apparently has no au- 


thority to enforce safety rules in the schools— 


is lax in checking and filling fire extinguishers. 
One school, it is stated, has had no fire extin- 
guisher inspection in five years. 

We also have the news that the School Board 
traded in for $50 each two used cars with a re- 


* gale list value of $1790. And last week bids for 


fluorescent light fixtures were canceled when it 
was found that V. Harry Rhodes, the newly ap- 
pointed building commissioner, had ordered 
specifications which could be filled by only one 
firm which, oddly enough, is officered chiefly by 
politicians. A brother of Board Member Charles 
J. Dyer is vice president. 

The patrons of Sumner High School are com- 
plaining that an entire floor of their school is 
being repaired and painted, to the discomfort of 
the students, after school has startéd. 

Since board members serve without pay, per- 
haps we ought not even to mention it; but there 
has been a good deal of talk in the School 
Board itself about expense accounts run up Dy 
members attending a Finance Officers’ conven- 
tion or similar gatherings. An assistant city 
comptroller attended the Finance Officers’ con- 
vention, held in Denver, for six days at a total 
cost of $132.07. Two members of the Board of 
Education spent $449.02 each. 

Finally, there is the matter of a public rela- 
tions man hired by the city schools at a salary 
of $3250 a year. Ought it not to suffice simply 
for the schools to be run with such efficiency as 


to satisfy the patrons, without the necessity of a - 


selling job by a paid propagandist? 

Some of the trouble seems to stem from the 
plan.of administration which scatters authority 
among six officials—the Superintendent of In- 
struction, Commissioner of School Buildings, 
Secretary-Treasurer, Auditor, Supply Commis- 
sioner and Counsel. The so-called plan of “unit- 
control” ought to be installed to unify this di- 
vided authority. If then there is no improve- 
ment, it will be easy to place the responsibility.

President Truman has verified a remark of 
Premier Stalin which betrays the cynicism that 
recognizes no force save that based on absolute 
power.

“so little heat or personal excitement”; says public apathy works 
against Truman; herice Dewey’s strategy is to say as little as possi- 
ble and avoid identification with Eightieth Congress controversies.

One of the things that strikes the trav- 
eling Washington correspondent most viv- 
idly this year is the lack of emotion over 
the presidential race. 

In covering such contests for a number 
of years, I can never recall a time where 
there seemed to be so little feeling of heat 
or personal excitement over the matter. 
Coming after the 
four elections waged 
by President Roose- 
velt, the emotional 
calm is very strik- 
ing indeed. 


This does not mean 
that the public is not 
interested, and will 
not take sides or go 
to the polls. But it 
is a fire stirred by 


po breeze, Greater 


— is bound to 
evelop in the fingl 
days but it is \hardly 
likely to compare 
with any of the 
Roosevelt campaigns, or with most of the 
others in recent history. 

This would seem to be all to the ad- 
vantage of Gov. Dewey. If the polls are 
to be trusted, he has a good lead. The dis- 
advantage of apathy is all on the side of 
President Truman, who appears to be in

He has a fighting chance, perhaps, if he 
can get out a record vote, for experience 
shows a big vote generally helps the Dem- 
ocratic candidate, But is he capable of 
raising the campaign temperature to the 
boiling point? 


Shadow of the Champ 


Traveling about the country, I have the 
feeling that the voters are not very greatly 
excited over either Gov. Dewey or Presi- 
dent Truman. 

It is queer how the shadow of President 
Roosevelt still extends over the scene, He 
certainly inspired vivid reaction; the haters 
of Mr. Truman or Mr. Dewey (as the case 
may be) can’t put the fervor into it that 
they did for Roogevelt; the respective sup- 
porters don’t give their present candidate 
the almost idolatrous worship Roosevelt 
inspired, 

Thinking back on the matter, that was 


true, too, of some of the other hbistorical 


figures, What emotion of all sorts Wood- 
row Wilson roused, and what a political 
battle the Wilson-Hughes race was in con- 


But without disrespect it seems to me 


neither Mr, Truman nor Mr. Dewey has, 


yet roused popular reaction to anything 
like that pitch. The lights and shades of 
this campaign, to date anyway, are mild 
and diffused and not the jungle contrast 
of blacks and whites of the past four pres- 
idential elections. 

Four years ago at this time, Gov. Dewey 
was already well in the midst of his cam- 
paigning. Today he is still quiet, and curi- 
ously enough is pushing out former Gov. 


' S$tassen, his own erstwhile rival, to answer 


President Truman at Detroit. There have 
been front - porch campaigns before in 
American politics but never, that I can 
recall, a campaign by proxy. 

Gov. Dewey will take the stump soon 
and will make his position clear on big is- 
sues. But political correspondents frank- 
ly acknowledge that it is to his interest to 
keep the present favorable position, so far 
as he can, as it is 


Nothing to Shake Dewey 


If the election were held tomorrow, Mr. 
Dewey would pretty surely win. If it were 
not that the public has a right to know 
a candidate’s opinions on big issues, Gov. 
Dewey might be well advised not to make

President Truman is making his cam- 
paign against the record df the Republican 
Congress. Somewhat significantly, Gov. 
Dewey hasn’t chosen Senator Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio to make the answer for him, 
although he is the party spokesman in 
Congress. 

It would appear that the New York Gov- 
ernor feels Mr. Taft is too closely identi- 
fied with the Congress which is not too 


popular with voters and that he himself 


wants to remain divorced from that issue.

Along these lines the: procedure 
for his return would be something 
like this: | 

First: Cantonal elections next 
month in which he will probably 
pick up considerable support 
through the election of his parti- 
sans. 

Second: The resignation or 
dismissal by the National Assem- 
bly of the Queuille Government 
and the appointment of a care- 
taker government whose job wil 
be primarily to have a new elec- 
toral law voted. 

Third: The lapse of at least 
three months because of the com- 
plicated constitutional system 
which De Gaulle must obey for 
the time being, as he has pro- 
mised to return to power only 
through legal means. 

In all likelihood the Assembly 

will refuse to shorten its term and 
will have to be dissolved by the 
President of the Republic. Then 
elections could be held early in 
the spring. 
According ‘to political obsérvers, 
De Gaulle will only emerge from 
the elections with a larger party 
backing in the Assembly, not with 
a majority. -He will also be con- 
fronted with a personal prestige 
conflict with President Vincent 
Auriol. Auriol is reported to have 
told friends that if De Gaulle had 
a chance to come back, he would 
resign and cede his place to 
France's “liberator.” 

All parties, except the Commu- 
nist, might easily agree on De 
Gaulle.

HERE are few Americans 

who do not love chocolate fila- 

vor and color. That's whv we 
consume millions of pounds an- 
nually. But we buy more than we 
actually consume because we 
waste a lot of it. When two 
squares are melted over hot water 
for cake, bavarian or pie, t is 
seldom that all of the two squares 
move into the food. Sometimes 
as much aS half a square is left 
adhering to the container. The 
shape of the container can’ cause 
more or less loss. 

It should be flat with rounded 
sides, something like a wide- 
moutheau custard cup so that a 
rebber scraper can wipe oft the 
bottom and sides cleanly, This, of 
course, es some time and ph- 
tience to do th: job thoroughly. 
A square of parchment paper is 
equally efficient. The edges should 
be crimped up to make a bowl 
shape that will fi: into the top of 
a double boiler so it will touch the 
bottom and come up the sides a 
little ways. When the chocolate 
melts, the paper can be lifted out 
carefully. After pouring out all 
the melted chocolate that one can, 
then the paper can be laid out 
flat and the rest of the chocolate 
screped off with a rubber scraper 
or a pliable spatula. 

When any chocolate is left ad- 
hering to the container, it should 
be rinsed out completely. with hot 
water. Then the container can 
be washed in water with- 
out making the water and the 

dshrags unsanitary and ugly. 
When melted chocolate happens 
to drip on the stove or’ table ‘top, 
it should be wiped up cleanly 
with a camp piece of paper towel- 
ing, never with a cloth that will 
take so much time and energy 
to make. clean and — gad again.

during the past year. | 

There are 165 members of the 
Quarter Million Dollar Roaund 
Table throughout the country, and 
most of them sell over a half mil- 
lion dollars worth of insurance 
annually rather than a quarter 
million, which means that during 
the past year the group totaled 
roughly over 80 million dollars in 
insurance sales—if you can see 
anything rough about 80 million 
pieces of crinkling green. 

Of the 165, six are St. Louisans, 
and as the convention got under 
Way, we met with them—around 
a square table—to discuss their 
careers. As diversified a group 
in appearance, age, and back- 
ground as any grdéup of success- 
ful business women, they had at 
least two things in common. Most 
of them went into their profes- 
sion for financial reasons, be- 
cause they had to earn some 
kind of a living, or because they 
wanted to rise above their rou- 
tine salaried jobs. But most of 
them feel they have been success- 
ful for humanitarian reasons, be- 
cause of a genuine interest in 
people and a desire to help them 
provide security for themselves 
and their families. : 

“Before I began selling insur- 
ance I had done a lot of social 
service work,’ Mrs. Edna Webb, 
one of the supér six, said, “but 
I've never found anything that 
gives you the feeling you’re help- 
ing others as much as selling life 
insurance, I can honestly say the 
amount I make from it is unim- 
portant compared to the satisfac- 
tion I get out of it.”

Bad Hands. 


DON’T write about bad gin 

hands very often. There is a 

good reason why I don’t, When 
you hold a good hand the prob 
lems that may confront you are 
difficult, but they are nothing like 
the ones that confront you when 
yoti have a bad hand. 


Also, the problems with a good 
hand afe so much more pleasant 
than with a bad one. For instance, 
if you match nine cards and have 
to decide between knocking or 
playing on for gin, either course 
of action is almost surely a win- 
ner; the only question is to de- 
cide which will win more for you. 


However, when you find your- 
self after several plays with three 
or four loose cards in your hand 
and ‘you have no evidence what- 
soever as to which, if any, your 
opponent can use, your decision 
is both tough and unpleasant. 
Furthermore, there is a good 
chance that it isn’t a decision 
at all. It may be a pure and sim- 
ple guess, 

Here is a horrible example. You

You know nothing what- 
soever about your opponent’s 
hand except that it is probably a 
good one.

You must throw one of the odd 
cards and the correct one to 
throw is the jack of spades. There 
are two reasons.

| as many men as women, but are 
finding that with women con- 
trofling 70 per cent of the nation’s 
wealth, they’re increasingly im- 
portant as prospects, They sell 
all types of insurance, annuities, 
business, as well as life, work so 
hard they are usually surprised 
to find they have attained their 
quarter-million-dollar quota, even 
though the goal is in the back of 
their minds. Few of them work 
as little as a 40-hour week; most 
of them admitted to “figuring life 
income while washing the 
dishes.” Most of them have home- 
making responsibilities in addi- 
tion to jobs. Most of them are 
taking some type of course or 
study to help them in their jobs, 
often in hopes of getting a C.L.U., 
a designation similar to the ac- 
countants’ C.P.A., given after sue 
cessfully passing five eximina- 
tions on life insurance, law, taxes, 
wills, trusts, finance, banking in- 
vestments, economic and sociol- 
ogical aspects of insurance, etc. 
There are only two C.L.U.s among 
women underwriters in St. Louis, 
Mrs. Rose Brasch, and Mrs. 
Elizabeth Niedringhaus, who is 
another of the mothers of several 
children who chose her career to 
help her family financially. 

While a sample survey of 100 
women underwriters which will be 
presented at _ tonight’s dinner 
shows that salaries range from 
under $5000 to $25,000, the average 
Quarter Million Dollar saleswoman 
makes between $7500 and $15,000 
a year, our group’ estimated. 
What gives them an edge over 
other insurance sellers, they feel, 
is hard work, interest in people, 
and “not having a ceiling on your 
thinking.” All of them feel the 
most appealing part of their job 
is its lack of monotony and the 
fact that they are sold on what 
they sell. 

“I’m only a neophyte at this,” 
said Mrs. Hildreth Butterfield, 
chairman of the St. Louis Under- 
writer’s Committee, a widow with 
children who knows about insur- 
ance from the selling and receiv- 
ing end, “but what appealed to me 
most was the feeling that I knew 
what I was talking about from 
personal experience.” 

Membership in the Quarter Mil- 
lion Dollar Round Table has 
tripled in the past few years, 
which is some indication of the 
opportunities for women in life 
insurance. While the survey of 
100 underwriters shows that the 
average age of insurance sales- 
women is 47 and most of them 
enter the field after the age of 
30, our group felt that younger 
women should gp into insurance 
and that, with maturity, 
sales ability would increase. 

“It’s the ideal 
women,” one of them said enthu- 
siastically. “Young women are 
losing a bet by not going into it. 
I wish I'd started 10 years ear- 
lier.”
